AGAINST LIQUOR 


Resolution Asks Council 
To Reconsider and| 
Praises Citizens Who 
Secured Injunction.

AUGUST A, Ga., Dee. 10.—(#)— 
Condemning “this bold attempt to se- 
cede from the body politic of Geor- 
gia,” a mass meeting of Augusta citi- 
zens today asked the city council to 
reconsider its action in yoting to 
license the sale of liquor. 

A committee of three was named to 
carry the resolution to the council, 
which had voted 8 to 6 in favor of 
licensing liquor effective January 1. 

Another resolution commended the 
citizens who signed a_ petition to 
Judge A. L. Franklin, which resulted 
in a temporary injunction being 
granted by tlre court. The resolution 
asked the court to make the injunc- 
tion against the licensing of liquor 
permanent, 

Attendance at the mass meeting was 
estimated at 1,000 persons by Rev. E. 
(. Sheridan, pastor of the Curtis 
Baptist church, where it was held. 

Speakers who opposed the liquor 
licensing action stressed the point 
that the issue before Augusta was) 
not a wet or a dry one, but they said | 
it was one of law observance or law | 
defiance.

CLEANERS 10 TEST 
NRA POWER TODAY 


First Attempt at Mass |‘ 
Enforcement and Price 
Fixing Slated. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—7)— 
The first attempt at Mass enforce- 
ment in NRA’s industrial control 
program is due tomorrow with public 
hearings on violations of the dry- 
cleaning code price provisions. 

More than 140 cleaners, from all 
parts of the country, will be expect- 
ed to justify their refusal to charge 
the minimum prices set up under the 
code or face prosecution, A score of 
those who had been summoned were 
excused today on receipt of their prom- 
ise to abide by the established rates.

Farmer’s Wife, Dead 3 
Weeks, Found Under

WICHITANS SPEED 
TO SCENE IN AUTOS 


Couple and Farm Hand 
Disappeared Three Weeks 
Ago; Bogus Check Charge 
Believed Motive. 


WICHITA, Kan., Dee. 10.—(UP) 
A Kansas lynch mob raced into Okla- 
homa tonight determined to wrest 
Jack Wisdom, a farm hand, from the 
hands of officers he had directed in a 
search for the body of one of three 
persons whom: he was suspected of 
slaying. 

The threat of mob violence, mani- 
festing itself for the sixth time in the 
nation within a month, was inspired 
by a series of crimes in which Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Pritchard, Wichita 
couple, and Emory Large, a farm hand, 
were the latest victims. 

Wisdom led a posse to a place near 
Kingfisher, Okla., where he confessed, 
officers said, to hiding Pritchard's 
body, but it was not found. FEarlier 
in the day, a hunter found Mrs. 
Pritchard’s body under a culvert nurth 
of Kingfisher while detectives with 
the suspect in i custody sped to 
the gruesome cach 

Governor William H. (Alfalfa Bill) 
Murray ordered two companies of the 
Oklahoma National Guard to protect 
the police and their prisoner from 
angry Kansans reported speeding to 
seize and hang Wisdom, 

Open Lynching Threats Made. 

Open threats of a lynching were 
made by Witchitans after suspicion 
fastened upon Wisdom. The couple 
had been missing three weeks. 

Early today, when Wisdom was ar- 
rested at the remote farm home of his 
brother-in-law near Leach, Okla., the 
mob began forming. 

By mid-afternoon 500 automobiles 
ag potential lynchers had assem- 

ed. 

Leaders had procured a long rope. 
The mob formed the automobiles into 
procession in the stockyards district 
of Wichita, where Pritchard, a cloth- 
ing merchant, was well known and 
popular. 

Word came that Mrs. Pritchard's 
body had been found and that Wisdom 
himself was with a posse searching 
for the merchant’s body. 

Murmurs of “let’s go and get him” 
were heard. At nightfall the motor- 
cade departed. 

Meantime, Wisdom returned with 
Captain W. O. Lyle, of the Wichita 
detective bureau, to Kingfisher, Okla.., 
approximately 120 miles south of 
Wichita. 

Officers refused to disclose their 
plans for holding Wisdom in view of 
the mob threats. Earlier they had 
planned to remove him to Kansas 
penitentiary at Lansing for safe-keep- 
ing. Governor William Murray, of 
Oklahoma, ordered troops to protect 
the prisoner, 

Hunted by a posse of more than 

20,000 Kansans and Oklahomans dur- 
ing a three weeks’ period, Wisdom

GHAUTEMPS WINS 
TESTS ON BUDGET 


Tax Phase of Vital Fi- 
nance Bill Is Approved 
By Vote of 292 to 224. 


PARIS, Dec. 10.—(/)—The budget- 
balancing bill of Premier Camille 
Chautemps, which had threatened his 
overthrow, was maneuvered over its 


last big obstacle in the chamber of 
deputies today when a billion francs 
increase in taxation (currently about 
$61,300,000) was approved. 

A vote of confidence was given the 
premier, 292 against 224, and his sup- 
porters hailed it as a far-reaching 
victory. 

Earlier today the cabinet won a 
victory when the chamber, by a vote 
of 282 to 191, refused to eliminate 
the tax increases, one of which is on 
employers of foreign labor. 

The measures embodying the Chau- 
temps program for balancing the budg- 
et and placing the franc on a sound 
basis have been maneuvered past ob- 
stacles which were fatal to three pre- 
ceding cabinets. 

They embrace economies of about 
4,000,000.000 franes (currently about 
$245.200,000). New taxation bills are 
intended with those voted earlier in 
the year to wipe out 6,000,000,000 
francs (about $367,800,000) of the 
estimated defizvit. 

Reduction of the salaries of gov- 
ernment employes, lotteries and a 
drive against tax-dodging are the ma- 
jor sources of economy and prospec- 
tive increased revenue. 

Premier Chautemps sought to 
smooth the way of his measures 
through the chamber by shifting the 
new tax burden to gasoline and em- 
ployers of foreign labor. The chamber 
approved his proposal to triple the 
gasoline tax, substituting the increase 
for the existing drivers’ tax, in an 
effort to make it acceptable. The gas- 
oline t:x would be increased from 20 
centimes a iiter to 50 centimes (ap- 
proximately 11 cents a gallon at cur- 
rent exchange rates).

DEPRESSION IS LAID 


TO "GOLD CAPITALISM’ 


Father Coughlin Charges 
Economic Ills to Efforts 
To Protect Standard. 


DETROIT, Dec. 10.—(?)—Assail- 
ing what he said was a gold standard 
capitalism’s grip on industry, the Rev. 
Father Charles E. Coughlin, in an 
address today, charged that the effort 
to maintain the gold standard was 


responsible for the depression that 
began in 1929. 

The industrialists, Father Coughlin 
asserted, are at the mercy of gold 
standard capitalists and added that 
money had become, “not the medium 
of — but the medium of con- 
trol.’ 

Father Coughlin’s address was 
broadcast over an independent radio 
hook-up. 

The crusading priest only once dur- 
ing his address today mentioned the 
name of J. P. Morgan, reiterating 
previous charges of financial control 
reaching into many billions of dollars. 
He praised a recent resolution by the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers as significant, he said, of the 
support industrialists as opposed to 
gold standard capitalists are accord- 
ing President Roosevelt in his mone- 
tary program. 

He predicted the large number of 
manufacturers who signed the resolu- 
tion soon would be joined by Henry 
Ford and others who have not yet 
announced unqualified support of the 
Roosevelt recovery program. 

“In giving honor where honor is 
due,” Father Coughlin said, in re- 
ferring to his commendation of the 
manufacturers’ association resolution, 
“I am in no sense condoning the evils 
of mass production,” 

Before financial independence can 
come, said Father Coughlin, there 
must be a complete divorcement of 
capitalism and industrialism, with 
capital entitled only to interest on 
its investment.

In event no concerted action is 
taken to ban broadcasting, it is prob- 
able that other clubs may follow the 
lead of the Cleveland and St. Louis 
clubs, in selling broadcasting rights. 

The major league sessions will open 
Tuesday morning, but the business of 
trying to talk each other out of star 
ball players will start much earlier. 
Two clubs, Detroit and Cincinnati, 
still are without managers for the 
1934 campaign. Deals for pilots prob- 
ably will be made during the meeting, 
and announced one at a time.

BILL ROPER 


WILLIAM ROPER 
PASSES AT 93 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10.—(@P)— 
William W. Roper, former Princeton 
University fvotball coach, attorney, 
and member of the Philadelphia city 
council since 1919, died today after a 
long illness. He was 53. 

Despite his numerous political and 
business activities, Roper. probably 
was most widely known as football 
coach at Princeton for a quarter cen- 
tury. 

He served his Alma Mater in that 
capacity almost continuously from 
1906 until his voluntary retirement at 
the end of the 1930 season. He quit 
coaching to have more time for busi- 
ness and politics. 

Born in Philadelphia in 1880, Ro- 
per attended Penn Charter school and 
subsequently entered Princeton. There 
he played baseball, basketball and end 
on the football team, graduating in 
1902. His health failed about that 
time and he went south two years, 
mostly outdoors. Later he studied 
law at the University of Virginia and, 
while there in 1906, began coaching 
football at Princeton. 

POLITICAL CAREER. 

Roper’s political career began in 
1912 when President Wilson appoiut- 
el him United States appraiser of 
merchandise at the port of Philadel- 
phia. Eventually finding himself un- 
noble to agree with democratie party 
principles, he resigned and turned re- 
publican. 

Subsequently elected a member of 
city council he- continued his football 
instruction at Princeton until the 
press of other work brought his retire- 
ment in 1980. So far as football was 
concerned Roper was regarded by 
some as an iconoclast. For one thing 
he taught Princeton players not to 
fall on a fumbled ball, but to pick it 
up and run. As a result Princeton 
players for-years were noted for turn- 
ing fumbles into touchdowns. This 
Princeton specialty became merely a 
legend after the rules were changed 
rezarding fumbles. 

As a coach his methods were less 
precise than those of many others. 
Football, he said, was 90 per cent 
fight. and it was this motto that he 
drummed into his charges. He dis- 
liked all forms of artificial stimu- 
lation for his players, from “oratory 
to coffee,” and especially oratory. 

HIS VIEWS, 

“If there is anything that disgusts 
the natural football player,” he often 
said, “it is to hurl at him high-flung 
oratory and sentimental appeals about 
dying for dear old Alma Mater. 

Roper and Tad Jones. Yale coach, 
were believed to be the first to enter 
into a non-scouting agreement in 
1927, and within two years Princeton 
had similar agreements with all its

R. A. Fetzer, director of athletics, 
and Dr. Foy Roberson, of Durham, 
chairman of the football committee, 
were directed to survey the field of 
available men for the football coach- 
ing staff and report to the council 
on January 8. 

The contracts of Collins, who was 
one of the seven line mules on No- 
tre Dame’s “Four Horsemen” team, 
and his assistants expire on Janu- 


ary 1, 
NO SUCCESSOR YET. 
Members of the athletic council said 


there had been ‘no discussion of Col- 


lins’ successor, although a number of 
men had been suggested for head 
coach in letters received from alumni. 
Among these are Dana X. Bible, of 
Nebraska; Harry ‘Gamage, who is 
leaving Kentucky this year; Tommy 
Campbell, who coached at North Caro- 
lina before the World War: Nemo 
Coleman, an alumnus who had con- 
siderable success as coach at Ashe- 
ville School for Boys, and Walter 
Skidmore, a Centre College product 
who has been coaching at Charlotte 
High school. 

There was no official announcement 
of the council's attitude toward Col- 
lins, but a member of the council 
said informally that it had full con- 
fidence in Collins’ ability as a coach, 
but believed that because of dissat- 
isfaction among alumni he could not 
do his best work here and should be 
replaced.

Pre-Estimate Hesitation 
Slackens Trade in Cotton 


Uncertainty Prevailing as to 
Next Moves in Washington 
Strongly Felt in New Or- 
leans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 10.—(?)— 
Dullness featured the cotton market 
during the past week. This slackness 


in business was attributed to the usual 
hesitation in advance of the govern- 
ment’s final estimate for the season, 
due at the close of the week, and to 
the uncertainty prevailing as to the 
next moves at Washington to deal 
with the financial and industrial sit- 
uation. 

It is probable also that the light 
trading was influenced by the fact 
that all interest in the market has 
been thoroughly liquidated, so that the 
usual evening up in advance of the 
bureau estimate was extremely light. 

As a result, fluctuations in prices 
from day to day were very limited, 
with an extreme spread between highs 
and lows of only 22 points. In early 
weeks prices eased off moderately on 
pre-bureau liquidation but this loss 
was later recovered on the belief that 
the government estimate would not 
differ greatly from that of a month 
ago. The close of the week showed 
practically little net change, the final 
figures being only 8 points up. 

The government estimate issued Fri- 
day called for a yield of 13,177,000 
bales, or 175,000 bales more than the 
November estimate. The large esti- 
mated yield per acre of 209.4 pounds 
was considered somewhat bearish. 
The government report exerted little 
effect on prices. 

The spot demand was decidedly light 
during the past week. Owing to a 
practical deadlock between buyers 
and sellers, the daily transactions re- 
ported by southern markets were very 
light. Buyers are unwilling to pay 
the premiums asked, while holders of 
spots in the interior are not offering 
as they look for higher prices later 
on. Near the end of the week there 
was some improvement in the demand 
for export, particularly from the orient 
and from Germany. 

Exports for the week were fair, al- 
though slightly under the correspond- 
ing week last year. The excess in 
shipments to foreign countries for the 
season to date is now 181,000 bales.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(4)—The 
cotton market did little more than 
tread water last week. Trading iner- 
tia and narrowness of price swings, 
characteristics for the past month or 
more, were again very much in evi- 
dence. Contract prices at the end of 
the period were about 3 to 9 points 
above the final quotations of Decem- 
ber 2.
